Promotion Unsolicited 


Mr. Hyer was recently chosen to 


the presidency of the Whitewater Nor- 
mal by the board of normal regents 
and he resigned as principal of the 
training school of the Stevens Point 
Normal in order to accept the new po- 
sition. The choice of Mr. Hyer for 
the Whitewater vacancy, where he suc- 
ceeds A. H. Yoder, resigned, was en- 
tirely unsolicited on his part. 
There 


were neither candidates nor applicants 
for the Whitewater post and the posi- 
tion was offered to Mr. Hyer after 
his record as an educator had been 
thoroughly investigated and the board 
had decided that, by ability, training, 
experience and temperament, he was 
eminently qualified to assume the du- 
ties of the position. 
It was only on 


the day before the meeting of the 
board of regents at Madison at which 
Mr. Toiler's successor was chosen that 
Mr. Hyer was asked if he would ac- 
cept the place.

affirmative answer he was asked to 
go to Whitewater at once, and he was 
m that city at the time the board took 
formal action on the vacancy. 


Is Self-Made Man 


Frank S. Hyer is a self-made man, 


whose reputation as an educator is na- 
tional in extent. 
He was born at

Lake Mills 
Subsequently lie was 


graduated from the Milwaukee Stale 
Normal and Ripon college and

1887 and -erved us principal of the 
graded schools of Milford.

Later he was a teacher in the city 
school* of Green Bay. comity superin- 
tendent of schools of Jefferson county, 
principal of n ward school at Sheboy- 
gan and principal of the high .school 
and city -uperintondent of schools at i 
Ilhtnelander.

he organized the county training school 
for teachers at Manitowee and was 
its principal for three years. 


Came Here in 1904 


In 1004 Mr. Hyer came to Stevens 


Point to lake the position of institute 
conductor made vacant when Prof. J. 
W. Livingston was elected president 
of the Platteville Normal school.

1909 he assumed the principalship of 
the training school of the local state 
institution, in which position lie had 
since served and where his work dem- 
onstrated his marked ability as a con- 
structive educator.

Query: Please give through 
the 


Journal some information as to when 
an operation should be performed for 
ippendicitis. 


Nothing was known about appen- 


dicitis and no operations made for it 
)rior to about 1890. Before that time | 
t existed as it does today but was 
cnown as infiamation of the bowels, 
n those days it was treated medically 
and it was all hit or miss as to wh<>- 
her one lived or died. If an abscess 
.cveloperi and broke into the free ab- 
ominal cavity, the patient dio-d from 
eptic peritonitis; if it broke into and 
'ischarged through the intestine, the 
•atient usually lived, but was 
fre~ 


uently a semi-invalid for life on ac- 


count of the adhesions and resulting 
kinks in the intestine. 


For several years following 1890 


there wc-re many heated discussions 
between the advocates of surgical and 
th" advocates of medical treatment, 
but the turgeon eventually won out, 
Lo ibat t' day verv few doctors of any 
reputation can be found who would 
advocate any 
other than surgical 


treatment. 


Ic requited several years before the 


details of the operation wor<- worked 
out. 
The one of greatest importance 


to the patient was the fixing of the 
time for the operation. 
It is now- 


g'-nerally conceded by the profession 
that a.s soon as a diagnosis is maae 
of acute appendicitis an 
operation 


.-hould be perform* d. and there are 
many reasons why this rule should 
be followed. 


First—Elimination 
of danger 
to 


life. 
If operated early practically all 
cases will live. 


Secc.nd—Shorter period in bed. 
A 


case delayed until drainage is needed 
requires three times as long to get 
well. 


Third—Less suffering. The pain in 


appendicities increases up to the time 
of gangrene, which precedes the ab- 
sceas. These hours or days of suffering 
will be avoided by an early operation, 
and the post operative pains will be 
insignificant. 


Getting consent of the patient and 


family for this early operation after 
the diagnosis has been made is the 
most serious obstacle encountered bv 
the physician, and this is on account 
of some wrong ideas that have been 
entertained by the public. 


Practically all cases begin with a 


pa^in in the stomach and usually with 
vomiting. This is a reflex pain, pro- 
duced from the inflamed appendix. If 
this is the first attack, the patient is 
apt to think he has acute indigestion. 
The very early symptoms are much 
alike and sometimes confusing, but if 
within a few hours the pain begins to 
settle do\\n into the right side with 
soreness on deep pressure and in- 
creasing regidity of the muscles over 
the painful area, the trouble can safe- 
lv be diagnosed as acute appendicitis. 
These are not the only symptoms that 
are of value in making a diagnosis, but 
the doctor considers them very import- 
ant and so should the patient. 


If one has had one or more attacks 


without operation what is the safest 
course to pursue? 
All cases do not 


form an abscess in the first attack. 
but as they are almost sure to recur. 
the patient should either have what 
is known as an 'interim operation," 
that is an operation between attacks, 
or rre should make up his mind that 
with the next attack ho will head at 
once for the hospital. 
If he -will do 


either of these things, he will save 
time, suffering, and expense, for soon- 
er or later these recurring cases will 
become pus cases, and a puss case 
means more suffering and a longer 
time in the hospital, and may mean 
complications that will endanger life. 
Since the operative technique has be- 
come perfected, there is practically 
no danger in the early or the interim 
operation, and one need never fear it. 
Tho danger comes in the late opera- 
tion. 


The safest and most rational thing 


for the public to do, then, is to call a 
doctor, early in this as in all other but 
trivial diseases. Call the one they be- 
lieve they can trust, and then do as 
he says. The chances are that he will 
advise operation as soon as he makes 
his diagnosis.
